2. The closest prior art, document D2, shows an 
extractor hood with an air intake feed and an 
outgoing air suction port, which each comprise a 
ventilator. Furthermore, both the air intake feed 
and the outgoing air suction port may both have 
pressure difference detection devices, each of 
which has a pressure gauge inside the air intake

the appliance. D2 does not show any pressure 
gauges outside the room in which the extractor 
hood is fitted, or outside the building. Dl 
therefore does not prejudice the novelty of claims 
1, 2 or 12. 

In addition, the object of D2 is different: the 
determined pressure differences are used only to 
determine the incoming and outgoing quantities of 
air with the aim of setting both at the same level 
in order to prevent, for example, the unnecessary 
discharge of warm air contained in the room. D2 
therefore does not contain anything to suggest the 
subject matter of claims 1, 2 and 12. 

3. The prior art also looks at the problem of low 
pressure in rooms with open fireplaces (see D6) 
and as a solution D3, for example, proposes a 
device which measures the pressure difference and 
detects when the pressure falls below a non- 
critical value and then warns the user. There is 
nothing, however, to indicate reducing the 
conveying capacity of the extractor hood until the 
pressure level in the room has again reached a 
non-critical level . 

4. From this preliminary examination, independent 
claims 1, 2 and 12 appear to meet the PCT 
requirements in respect of novelty and inventive 
step .
